making the fare to be paid by Grand Army men who attend 
Hie national encampment to be-held at Portland, Ore., in 
August one cent a mile. This is the lowest rate that has been 
granted to the veterans in (en years, and in view of the rates 
now prevailing it is relatively the lowes't ever granted. It will 
enable New Engenders to make the round trip for about $70 
and place a greal privilege within reach of many who might 
not otherwise be able lo go. 


It is well that the government, which is now in control of 


the railroads, should deal liberally in this matter wilh Hie men 
who saved it from dissolution more than a half century ago. 
It proves that (heir valianl work has not been forgotten and 
that their sull'ering and sacrifices arc appreciated nl (heir full 
value. The Grand Army badge is a badge of honor that grows 
more lustrous with the passing of the years, and its wearers 
are entitled to all the honors that can be paid (hem and to all 
the favors dial may be bestowed upon them. 


These annual gatherings of Ihe Grand Army men are occa- 


sions of greal importance (o (hem, and are of interest (o all 
the people of Ihe country, which would have been split in 
Iwain had if not been for the work liiese men did back in (he 
sixties. Those old enough lo remember thai struggle and the 
sacrifices it entailed will never cease to honor the men who 
wore the bine in the war between the states. 


And Ihis regard for them is especially keen when another 


army of American heroes is battling for human rights on for- 
eign soil. All are now awake to Ihe fact that freedom does not 
come to the human race automatically, but is achieved and 
maintained only through suffering and sacrifice, not only on 
the part of those who go lo the front, bui also on the part of 
those who slay'af home and provide Ihe sinews of war.
